HELPFUL SUGGESTIONS. 


For those who must provide for the 


•winter supply of eggs, it is wise to 
preserve them when the. price is rea- 
sonable. If eggs are packed as late as 
September or October, a pint of water 
glass to twelve or fifteen gallons of 
water will be a safe preservative. The 
water glass is a thick 
transparent 


liquid which is added to the boiled 
water and allowed to cool before put- 
ting in the eggs. 


Another simple and easy solution 


to prepare is 'lime water and salt. A 
pint of slaked lime,_a pint of salt and 
three gallons of water! The. lime will 
make the water a creamy consistency. 


Something New in Potato Pancakes. 


—Sift together a'cup of flour, a tea- 
spoonful of baking powder, a half tea- 
spoon of salt and a scant cup of milk, 
a yolk of egg well beaten. Mix all to- 
gether and fold in the white of the 
egg. Grate a layer of cold cooked po- 
tato over the griddle, then pour over 
the mixture and bake until brown, 
turning .and browning on the other 
Bide. 


Streu»sel Apple Cake.—Add a cup of 


sugar to a tablespoonful each of lard 
and butter, break an egg,Into a cup 
and fill it with milk; add two cups of 
flour, sifted with two tablespoonfuls of 
baking powder. Cover the cake with 
eighths of apple and'sprinkle with 
two-thirds of a.cup of sugar mixed 
with half a cup of flour and two table- 
spoonfuls of butter.
